Since 
Proposition 21 was approved 
by the voters by an over¬ 
whelming margin of two to 
one, it is now the law of the 
Slate of California, an-d I 
feel the people should be 
so notified. 

Irrespective of a personal 
feeling, whether pro or con, 
on this or any other issue, 
I think it incumbent on 
lhose whose responsibilities 
are widespread, that lull 
knowledge be given to the 
public as to their legal obli¬ 
gations, and that the law of 
the land- be upheld until 
.such time as the court 
changes it.

PUBLIC INSTRUCTION; 

On .November 7, 1972, four 
million, .nine hundred and 
five thousand, two hundred 
and forty-seven California 
citizens went to the polls 
and voted for Proposition 21. 
which repealed- the Bagiev 
Forced Integration Act (AB 
724) and added a section to 
the Education Code, 1009.6. 
which says, "No public 
school student shall, -because 
of his race, creed, or color, 
be assigned to or be required 
to attend a particular 
school." 

Despite the voice of the 
people, certain school boards 
have deliberately ignor e d 
the intent of the law. Please 
refer to an article published 
In the Sacramento Bee No¬ 
vember 27, 1972, which notes 
that Pasadena, San Francis¬ 
co, Sacramento and other 
school districts are waiting 
to see the outcome of any 
court derision- on the issue.

BOMB EXPLODES!

Many times we have 
heard that “It just cannot 
happen in Sierra Madre!” 
but it did. Your local Police 
Department was notified at 
approximately 4:10 ,p.m. 

Monday, November 27 to re¬ 
spond to the Parks and Re¬ 
creation building at 611 E. 
Sierra Madre Blvd., that 
there appeared to be an ex¬ 
plosion. 

Patrolman Mike Scannell 
responded to the area, as did 
the Volunteer Firefighters 
with Engine 424, Fire Mar 
xhal Probart and Fire Chief 
Charles Brown. 

It did not take but min¬ 
utes to come to the conclu¬ 
sion that an explosion had 
occurred and it appeared to 
be some type of bomb under 
the urinal in the men’s rest¬ 
room outside the main buil¬ 
ding in th e Public Park. 

After complete i.nvestiga 
tion it was concluded that it 
was a bomb which had been 
secured between the urinal 
and the wall and lit by a 
long fuse connected to said 
device. Damage to the urinal 
can easily be seen in- the 
above pictures. 

After ascertaining that a 
bomb had been exploded, 
Officer Scannell continued 
his investigation, contacting 
subjects in the park, inclu¬ 
ding two young juveniles 
who stated they ,had heard 
the explosion but saw no 
o,ne in the area; these boys 
were from Arcadia. 

Some two hours later, 
while assembling and sort¬ 
ing the evidence gathered at 
the scene, Sgt. C. D. Chris¬ 
tensen was approached by a 
subject who stated he had 
informati in relative to the 
explosion. 

This information led to the 
apprehension of four Sierra

Tax Reform Up To Our State Legislature To Bring Relief

By Assembly Minority 
The Watson Tax Initiative, 
Proposition 14, was soundly 
defeated by the California 
electorate on Tuesday, No¬ 
vember 7. Although the 
measure held the promise ot' 
reduced property taxes, it 
contained some deficiencies. 
The homeowner tax relict 
offered sounded attractive, 
but it represented only a 
small portion of the limited 
property tax relief proposed. 
The bigger beneficiaries 
would have beer, the largo 
estate interests. Further, the 
Initiative made sweeping 
changes in the way we pay 
for public education, which 
most educators considered 
disastrous because the qual¬ 
ity of education would have 
been lowered. Replacement 
revenues would have come 
in part from a 40 per cent 
increase in sales tax and as 
much as a 100 per cent boost 


Leader Bob Monagan 

in consumer taxes. 

It is now incumbent or. 
ihe Legislature to reform 
our California tax structure, 
offering property tax relief, 
and to concurrently restruc¬ 
ture the school finance sys¬ 
tem so that every child In 
the state is offered an equal 
educational opport unity. 
These two issues are inti¬ 
mately tied to on P another 
and therefore, in all prob¬ 
ability, will be resolved in 
the same legislative mech¬ 
anism. 

Becaus e of several encour¬ 
aging factors, I am optimls- 
lie that early in the next 
legislative session we will 
have achieved tax reform 
and established a .new and 
lairer school finance struc¬ 
ture. Currently, there Is a 
surplus in the state treasury, 
making it easier for us in 


the Legislature to resolve 
the problem of educational 
finance without increasing 
taxes. Also, the President 
recently signed the revenue 
sharing bill and this will 
provide nearly $200 million 
in additional funds to the 
State which could be mane 
available to meet the prob¬ 
lem of cither increased 
school support or tax reform. 

The administration and 
the Legislature must work 
together for the wise alloca¬ 
tion of these federal revenue 
sharing funds. The Stale 
Department of Finance is 
row devising a possible plan 
for the distribution or the 
monies. The Legislature wiij 
undoubtedly consider ana 
analyze plan as well as 
proposing our own. Witn 
mutual approval, the final 
decision as to the allocation 
will go a long Way in meet¬ 
ing the demands for home- 


owner tax relief and school 
finance reform. 

Finally, the tax reform 
program newly proposed by 
the Governor as an aleratlve 
to the plan now pending in 
the Legislature would re¬ 
duce taxes and increase- 
state aid to local senoom. 
In addition to reducing sia-c 
income taxes by at least lu 
per cent, property taxes wttl 
also be c,ut by doubling me 
present homeowner exemp¬ 
tion. State aid to education 
will be increased by $200 
million in new money, and 
nearly one-quarter billion 
dollars will be provided for 
school property tax roll¬ 
backs. 

What with out own state 
surplus, new "no-strings-at- 
tached” funds coming from 
Washington and support by 
the Governor, the time is 
rip e for reform. We in the 
Legislature must now act.

When the California Supreme Court held that property 
taxes for the schools, grades K through 12 were uncon¬ 
stitutional early last year, the Court sent the case back 
to the Superior Court in Los Angeles for implementation. 
The case was Serrano vs. Priest. However, for some un¬ 
known reason this case has been delayed by the Los An¬ 
geles Court for an unconscionable time, which means that 
in the meantime the property owners are being bilked for 
billions in property taxes assessed and collected illegally. 

No case as important as this one should be put off, 
continued or delayed as long as Serrano vs Priest has been 
stalled. The Supreme Court and the Superior Court are 
lx>th guilty of a major crime against the people. 

This case could be determined in less than one week, 
and there is absolutely no valid reason or excuse for the 
delay. At the least, it is misfeasance in office and the 
Attorney General or the Governor should gel into the 
act because they too, have sworn to uphold the Consti¬ 
tution of both the state and nation. 

Every property taxpayer should protest the payment 
of the school tax, and so note the protest on his check 
when he pays the December bill. The protest should specify 
(he exact amount, listed for school taxes on the tax bill. 

You would think that the broadcast media and the 
metropolitan press, who beat their breasts so fervently 
on their constitutional protections in free speech and press 
would show some interest in constitutional protections 
for the property taxpayers. 

Justice delayed in Serrano vs Priest is justice denied, 
and I wonder why the California Bar Association and the 
American Civil liberties Union are standing so mute.

The Caltech Environmental Qualify Laboratory has 
issued a report that deems as feasible the underground 
construction of nuclear power plants. Tire report, pre¬ 
liminary in nature, is the outgrowth of studies made of 
military underground protective construction. 

The concept is not new, of course. It has actually 
been applied to a small extent in Europe. But it is pre¬ 
sented as one potential solution to the siting problems 
for nuclear plants, especially in areas objected to by en¬ 
vironmentalists. 

A number of plusses are suggested: safety because 
the reactor elements would be encased in bed rock; the 
possibility of siting such plants closer to population areas, 
permitting utilization of waste heat. An important minus 
is the added cost, estimated by Caltech as about 10 per 
cent, which seems conservative. The added cost, of course, 
would be felt by consumers.
